Little is known about the 
sexual transmission of HIV (AIDS) 
between women because little is 
known about the effects of HIV on 
vaginal juices and lesbian health 
has always been a low priority to 
the medical establishment. Some 
AIDS workers argue that the fluids 
produced by a healthy vagina of a 
woman with HIV infection are very 
unlikely to contain an infectious 
amount of HIV. However, if a woman 
has any other kind of vaginal 
infection, white blood cells will 
be present and they are where HIV 
tends to congregate. Other AIDS 
workers disagree and worry about 
deterioration of the walls of the 
vagina due to HIV infection. The 
controversy is hardly surprising 
given the priorities of the 
medical establishment. Saliva, 
tears, shit, piss and sweat have 
all been conclusively tested. The 
U.S. government’s Centre for 
Disease Control (where most of us 
get our information on the 
epidemic) has not even collected 


any lesbian specific information 
since 1984. Lesbians are almost as 
guilty of denial as the Centre for 
Disease Control. The story with 
lesbians and AIDS isn’t just about 
the three cases reported in the 
medical journals. It is about the 
lesbians who get infected through 
men and IV drug use. It is about 
the response of other lesbians to 
these women. The lesbian "public 
front” is one of purity or angel

sex. Nonetheless, some sexually 
transmitted diseases, such as 
yeast, herpes, trichomoniasis, 
gardnarella, chlamydia, and "non- 
specific” vaginitis are shared 
between women. If we can avoid 
these we can avoid HIV. 

However, we can talk about 
safer sex techniques ‘til the cows 
come home and not touch on the

Most of these 
shops do have fairly nice clothes 
but also carry a price-tag that is 
enough to knock you on your ass. 
for those who are struggling to 
make ends meet as it is, this is 
not an option we can seriously 
consider. 

What seems saddest of all 
though, is the treatment 
overweight gays and lesbians 
receive in their own community. 
One would hope that with all the 
prejudice that gay people face 
everyday that they would try to be 
a little more open minded. But 
instead the opposite seems to be 
true. 1] have even watched people I 
consider to be friends make 
callous, cruel remarks about 
overweight people. Although these 
remarks are rarely if ever 
directed at me, they still hurt 
because it makes me think that 
perhaps deep down inside they must

real issues. It’s a lot of precise 
talk about latex and positions. 
The real dilemma of women’s 
sexuality and AIDS (I mean all 
women: uninfected, infected, 
straight, lesbian or somewhere 
else on the continuum) is fear, 
stigma, humiliation and isolation. 
It’s time to confront our taboos 
and be open with each other. What 
feels good? What gets you off? How 
do you really feel about sex? 
About your body and yourself? How 
do you feel about a woman who is 
HIV+ and is asserting her right to 
a sexual life? 


DAM GUIDELINES (from Good 
Vibrations, San Francisco): 


What are these little squares 
of latex and what are you going to 
do with them? 

Please realize that dental 
dams were not originally designed 
for what you have in mind. 
Dentists use them to isolate a 
tooth from other teeth, tongue, 


and gums during dental procedures. 
However, an extremely sensual 
individual (probably a creative 
dental hygienist), thought of 
using dams for cunnilingus 
(mouth/tongue with female 
genitals) and analingus 
(mouth/tongue contact with the 
anus). And so, a new method of 
playful, safer sex was born. (A 
non-lubed condom can be cut open 
to form a rectangular shape, that 
is thinner than a dental dan.) 


How to: 

The dam should be held against 
a woman’s clitoris and vaginal 
opening while her lover licks, 
kisses and sucks the covered area. 
The woman, or her lover, can hold 
the dam in place during these 
activities. The dam is used in the 
same way for oral-anal play. this 
may sound easier than it actually 
is, since it’s sometimes difficult 
to hold the dam firmiy “in place 
once the juices start flowing.

Slippery when wet: 

Because there is a tendency 
for the dams to become slippery 
and slide around, we recommend 
that you have several dams nearby 
and ready for use. Mark the dams 
on one side with a pen, so that if 
the dam gets lost during pas- 
Ssionate play, once you find it you 
know which side is for the licker 
and which for the lickee. Better 
yet, use a fresh dam and avoid the 
possibility of exchanging body 
fluids. We strongly advise that 
you throw the dam away after one 
use. 


Now the real challenge, how 
are you going to get your partner 
to use the dam with you? 

Practice alone first. Put the 
whole dam in your mouth. (It’s 
just a suggestion.) Lick it. How

feel the same about m. 

If you are one of these people 
who look down on the overweight, 
remember this. Although you may 
have a good figure, this does not 
make you god’s gift. It may be 
that your nose is too big. Or your 
teeth are horrendously crooked.

To all of the 
overweight crowd out there, don’t 
give up the battle. Do all you can 
to be a thinner person.

You may also find they 
have the same desires you do!

The concept of the bathhouse 
is certainly not unique to modern 
western gay civilization; far from 
it in fact. It seems, however, 
that this is unfortunately the 
only form in which this once noble 
institution still survives. 

I wanted to start this column 
off with a bang, and every lesbian 
I’ve met seemed to want to know 
the nitty-gritty as to what went 
on in *Goliath’s Saunatel”; thus I 
decided to spend a night of 
investigative reporting there in 
order to get the real scoop.

Goliath’s, is the only 
operating gay bathhouse in 
Calgary, at least that I know of, 
and is located at 308 - 17 Ave 
S.W. (Accessible only from the 
alley, I might add.) Alongside 
318, and Victoria’s, it forms a 
minuscule "gay ghetto” all of it’s 
own.

I approached my evening at 
Goliath’s with several 
preconceived notions, despite my 
best efforts to enter unbiased.
